(ORGANIZATION OF THE AFWEHR X 7.TRTSCHAFT IM HUNGARY) 

The organization is called Abwehr I-W and employs in 
part tha old Landverband der Ungarlsohen Industrl alien 
(National Union of Hungarian Industrialists), known under 



tha abbreviation Gy. 0. Sz . At the German Embassy in Buda- 
pest Abwshr I-W is in charge of the Commercial Attache 
ENGLERT, whose deputy chief is consul GRAB?. 

The Leiter of this organization is Hans RIEMANN who has 
lived in Hungary for the la3t ten years. He is a German, 
born in Breslau, a 3on-in-law of Kurt R2XMANN, and owner of 
the .firm REIMANN and THOMKE, a roofing firm in Breslau. Ha 
Is a personal friend of GOEBBELS and at one tliae was posted 
by him in Hungary in order to study the potentials of German 
influence in that country. During the ten years of his 
residence in Hungary he acquired considerable wealth, the 
amassing of which was non-controlled. REIMANW established 
connections with every Rightist (apparently pro-Nazi) movement, 
and put considerable sums of money at their disposal. During 
the 1937 elections he put about half a million pengoa at the 
disposal of the SZALA5Y Party. In thl3 way he enabled the Part 
to gain advantage over any other party. Some time later he 
determined that this Party would not be able to come through 
(with the desired results). He therefore turned to the newly 
founded IMBEDY Party, and delegated Dr, Karl NKY as Director 
of the Party. In order to give Dr. NEY a good standing in the 
Party, he did not demand the payment of a salary for him. 

These payments were made out of the personal funds of subject. 

In Hungary REIMANN officially functions as Director of a 
number of factories, namely:

and several other smaller factories. In reality REIMANN is 
Leiter of Economic Espionage in Hungary which he, himself, 
created and organized. For this purpose ha had at his dis- 
posal a sum of 80,000 pengos monthly. It has been established 
that this money came from Germany. 

REIMANN 5 3 deputy chief in 1939 was STRUBE, R&lchs-German 
and offioial representative of the EHBINMETALL TYPEWRITER Factory, 
Budapest, Vll mos os aszar ut . 
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Since this new organization (the IMRSDY Party) had 
galaad conaldarable foothold (In Hungary) and through 
"Blinds'* gained control of many so-called Aryanlzad firms, 
i)r. Ing. Carl SCHMID, Ministar of Economio Defansa, Berlin, 
was put In controlling charge of the organization. Officially 
Dr. SCHMID assumed the post of Director of the DOHAU 7LUGZKU0BAU 
A.G. , Budapest, Horthyligat, Csepel Island. It la here that 
the Messerachmitt airplanes ara being manufactured. 

Dr. Karl MY has the additional duty - since he 1b a Han- 
gar lahr^rtlzBaT^" of maintaining liaison with the Hungarian offi- 
cials, such as the Ministries, Office of Foreign Commerce, banks, 
etc. In this work Dr. TOY 11 s activity as Director of the IMRFDY 
Party was of considerable importance, since through hiB party 
connections ha was able to establish liaison with the various 
government offices. 

Dr. WKY Is about 33 years old, married, and the son of 
quite poor German Bacaker peasants, that Is, he ie a member of 
the Hungarian-German minority. Subjeot was educated by the 
Jesuits; quite suddenly however he left his clerical profession 
and became an assistant to a lawyer. From hla marriage he 
realized several thousand pengos in dowry and with the aid of 
soma Jewish money, he rented an estate on the Drau-Ufar. When 
the Aryan measures were being carried through In Hungary hla 
first concern became to put his creditors In a concentration 
camp so that he would be able to acquire the estate as his own 
property. Later he sold the estate at a very high price to 
the state. In 1942 he volunteered for the Waffen S3 with the 
understanding’ however that he be transferred back to the Hun- 
garian military forces after a six weeks training servioe in 
Berlin. He served two months in order to become accomplished, 
after’ which ha was detached from the SS. together with the 
extreme Rightist AMBKUS, who had distinguished himself aa a 
correspondent, he founded the^ organization known as "Keleti 
Front Ba,1 tars i Szovetaeg " - Union of Fighters against the Soviets 
TEaT reason for the "founding of this organization was to 
facilitate the establishment of connections with offlolal Ger- 
man circles. Under the presidency of IMRKDY. he was successful 
in drawing together all of the Rightist factions in Hungary. 

It la for this reason that this organization today plays a very 
important role in political oiroles friendly to the Germans. 

Another very important co-worker of Dr. NRY is Dr. KOFTLER, 
Director of the Gy. 0. Sz . At the same time SOPPIER function® 
in an advisory capacity to , RI]S^iA}^^I , s various industrial enter- 
prises. SDFTLFR also had oopies made of official records on 
Hungarian industries (conditions of factories, locations of 
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J?ower- plants, number of workers, conversion and development 
possibilities, eto.) This data was turned over to the 
RIFMAHN ogranization. Tha Germans wera thus in a position 
In Hungary to determine the capacity of each single industry 
and convert It to war production. The reward which KOFFLER 
was given by the Germane for this service was the position of 
First Director of Gy. 0, ga . and a villa. 



Another important co-worker is GEZA YAESAHYI, General 
Director of the Ostermalok Fogyasztasl ca Ertakealto : 
Szovetkagata - - Yerwertung'aund v arzefirungaganosaenaohaf t der 
Drprcdozeintan . He ’ 1 s a Hungar ian of German descent from Apati'n. 
fils family 'name was YOIESMA0H. He had very good relations with 
several of the members of the Hungarian Gsneral Staff, primarily 
with the chief of the General Staff, Heinrich WESTH,and his 
successor SZOJSBATHELYI , both of whom are of German descent. 
Through these relationships fie was able to gat a first-hand 
knowledge of projected plans regarding military fortifications, 
industrial construction, conversion, change, etc. This informa- 
tion he passed on to KDFFL2E. In thla manner Abwehr I-W was 
fully Informed on all plans and was able to counter any 
measures with which the Germans were ntit in full agreement.
